11. 13 The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

On page 2 paragraph 3 In the applicant's response, the applicant refers to POT publication WO-A-00/38376. However, the 
applicant does not claim priority over this document. 

In the last paragraph of page 2 and the first two paragraphs on page 3. the applicant Is argues details not in the claims. The 

applicant states. "Since the number of virtual output gueues is. egual to the number of low-bandwidth output ports In the switch 
and there are N input ports per multiplexer, there must be M/N multiplexers In the switch." The applicant's contend that Figure 
1 illustrates N as egual to 2 and M as egual to 6. (N Input ports and M virtual output gueues per ingress multiplexer). However, 
the claim language states N low-bandwidth data source and M low-bandwidth data destinations. Referring to paragraph f00131 
and figure 1. the applicant refers to data sources 4 on the ingress side and data destinations 5 on the egress side. Therefore, 
the examiner maintains that figure 1 shows M=N=6 .
